The Central Government has made the following reference

‘‘Whether the action of the management of Punjab 
National Bank, Indore in denying officiating chances 
in clerical cadre to Shri Anand Singh, Peon, Branch 
Office, Jaipur from September, 1971 onwards Is 

justified ’ If not, to what relief is he entitled 7" 


The statement of claim was filed by the Association of the 
Punjab National Bank Employees Union, Rajasthan State 
on behalf of the worker. The facts, as stated in the state- 
ment of claim, are not denied. The contention on behalf 
of the management is that Shri Anand Singh, Peon was allow- 
ed to officiate as a Clerk for the periods mentioned m the 
statement of claim, but this was wrongly done because the 
atithoritics concerned did not interpret the circular of the 
bank correctly. According Jo the circular, which is marked 
bx. W-l, officiating chance in clerical cadje was to be given 
to those Peons more than four years service after matricula- 
tion. Shri Anand Singh had not put in four years service 
after matriculation when he was given officiating chances. 
Later on when attention was drawn to the interpretation of 
the circular, no chance was given to Shii Anand Singh. 


I have gone thiough the wordings of the circular Ex. W-l 
and coii.sider that it docs not mean that the incombent should 
put in four years service after matriculation. Therefore, 
m my opinion the management was not justified to stop giving 
officiating chances to Shri Anand Singh on this ground. 
But giving officiating chances to higher post is entirely the 
discretion and function of the management. A workman 
cannot claim promotion as of ri^t unless he has been de- 
prived of the promotion or the officiating chance on account 
of victimization or unfair labour practice. Tn this case the 
association has not been able to establish that the manage- 
ment has victimized the workman or had adopted unmlr 
labour practice. The workman could not take this plea be- 
cause he was given offldating chances for years and when he 
had put in four years service after matriculation, he was 
again given the chance. If the management had stopped 
giving officiating chances to Shri Anand Singh for the sake 
Df victimization, then they could still lefuse to do so, even 
when he had put in four years service after matriculation. 
In view of the fad that promotion or giving officiating chance 
to higher post is the function of the management, It will 
not be proper for this Tribunal to interfere in the matter, 
As observed above, the Tribunal could interfere only when 
snetimization or unfair labour practice had been proved. 
The reference is answered accordingly.

The Central Government has made the following reference 
to this Tribunal for adjudication : — 

"Whether the action of the management of Bank of 
Rajasthan Limited, Jaipur in denying Head Clerk’s 
Allowance to Shri Babulal Choudhaury with effect 
from the 27th December, 1971 is justified ? If not, 
to what relief is he entitled?" 

The statement of claim was filed by the Rajasthan State 
Bank and Workers Organization on behalf of the workman. 
The admitted facts are that Shri Babulal was a clerk at the 
Central Office of the Rajasthan Bank at Iaipur. He was 
a confirmed Head Clerk and was paid Rs. 20 p.m. as Special 
Allowance for the post. On 13-2-67 Shri Babulal was trans- 
ferred to Sri Ganganagar as Head Clerk. On 13-3-68, he 
was again transferred to the Central Office, Jaipur on his 
own leqiiest and on the condition that as there was no 
vacancy of Head Clerk at the Central (Jfflee, Jaipur he 
would work as a Clerk and not claim Special Allowance of 
the post of Head Clerk. On 16-10-71 the bank manage- 
ment gave him chance of Head Clerk on the occurrence 
of the vacancy and the Special Allowance was allowed to 
him. On 20-12-71, the management stopped his allowance 
of the post of Head Clerk on the pretext that the All India 
Bank of Rajasthan Coordination Committee had objected to 
the allowance, 'The bank Workers Organisation has, therefore, 
taken up the matter claiming the Special allowance of the 
post with effect from 20-12-71, since when "it was stopped. 

In reply the management admitted all the facts and plead- 
ed that because of the objection raised by the Coordlnatloii 
Committee, the aUowanco was stopped. 


Evidence of the parties was recorded. The only point 
tor consideration is whether the action of the management 
for stopping the Special Allowance of the post of Head 
Clerk to Shri Babulal on the plea that it was objected to 
by the Coordination Committee was justified. It is true that 
when Shri Babulal got himself transferred to Jaipur from 
Sri Ganganagar, he accepted the condition put by the 
rnonagcment that since there was no vacancy to the post of 
Head Clei k in Jaipur, he could be transfeir'ed as a Clerk and

no special allowance would be ^ven to him. It Is because 
of this acceptance of the condition that the workman has 
not claimed any allowance for the period, he worked as an 
ordinary clerk before 16-10-71. On 16-10-71 the manage- 
ment found to the post of Head Clerk and Shri Babulal 
was given the chance. That means that the condition which 
was put by the management earlier was no more in the 
way to his promotion. There occurred a vacancy of the 
post of Head Clerk in Jaipur and since Shri Babulal was 
a confirmed Head Clerk, he was rightly riven the chance. 
Now when he was working as Head Clerk, there was no justi- 
fication in reverting him to the post of Clerk. It is submitted 
on behalf of the management that the Coordination Commit- 
tee examined his case as an ordinary clerk vis-a-vis other clerks. 
But this action was not legal and proper, because Shri Babulal 
could not be considered along with ordinary clerks. Ho was 
a confirmed Head Clerk but because of certain family 
circumstances he accepted to work as an ordinary clerk so 
that he could be posted in Jaipur. Simply because he was 
working as a Clerk due to certain circumstances, it docs not 
mean that he was not a confirmed Head Clerk and he could 
not be considered along with other ordinary clerks. In my 
opinion, therefore, there was no justification in stopping the 
Special Allowance allowed to Shri Babulal for his working 
as Head Clerk with effect from 16-10-71. He is entitled to 
the Special Allowance with effect from 16-10-71. The re- 
ference Is answered accordingly.

Proprietors, Tumser District Bhandara (Maharashtra 
State) in relation to their Hirapur Manganese Mlneii 
at Balaghat (Madhya Pradesh) are justified in stop- 
ping Shri Shabeer Mohammad, Chowkidar of their 
Hirapur Manganese Mines from work with effect 
from the 11th September, 1973 without complying 
the provisions of the Payment of Wages Act. 1936 
(4 of 1936), Standing Oiders and Industrial Dis- 
putes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947) and the rules made 
thereunder 7 If not, to what relief is the workman 
entitled 7" 


The dispue on behalf of the workman who was employed 
m Hirapur Manganese Mines at Balaghat was raised by the 
Samyukta Khadan Mazdoor Sangh, Balaghat. hereinafter 
called (he Union, It was stated that the management of the 
Mines had wrongfully terminated the seiwices of the work- 
man, Shabeer Mohammad, Mines Chowkidar. 

It appears that the conciliation proceedings took place be- 
fore the Assistant Labour Commissioner (Central) Chhiqdwara

Bhopal. The latter closed the case as the representative

In thi Thereafter, the Union s representative wrote 

to the Assistant Labour Commissioner (Central) Chhindwara 
informing him that he wa, not able to attend the 
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on ^-12-1973 bccnuse he could not get intimation in time 
and requested him to rc-open all such cases otherwise he 
would go on hunger strike before his office. Eventually, 
all this case and certain other cases were re opened by the 
A.S 3 istant Labour Commissioner (Central) Chhindwara and 
parties were asked to attend the joint di.scussions/conciliation 
proceedings on 25-3-1974. The management by a telegram 
informed the Assistant Labour Commissioner (Central) 
Chhindwara that as the case "had already been closed, the 
management will not attend the discussions on 25-3-1974 
as fixed. The management was again asked to attend the 
discussions on 25-3-1974, The management/by a telegram 
requested the A.ssistant Labour Commissioner (Central) 
Chhindwara to adjourn the proceedings. Accordingly the 
discussions fixed for 25-3-1974 were adjourned to 19-4-1974 
and the parties were requested to attend the proceedings. 
The Union’s reprc.scntative came to the office of the Assis- 
tant Labour Commis.sioncr (Central) Chhindwara on 19-4-1974 
but no one appeared on behalf of the management nor any 
information was received from it regarding its inability to 
attend the proceedings on that date. The Union’s represen- 
tative contended before the Assistant Labour Commissioner 
(Central) Chhindwara that since the termination of Shabeer 
Mohammad’s services by the managernent was without any 
notice and also without complying with the the provisions 
of the Payment of Wages Act, Standing Orders and Indus- 
trial Disputes Act, it was illegal and, therefore, the work- 
man should be reinstated with full back wages, Thereafter, 
exparte proceedings were conducted and the conciliation 
proceedings before the Assistant Labour Commissioner 
(Central) Chhindwara ended in failure. 

Notices were issued by this Tribunal to the parties for 
filing their written statements but neither the management nor 
the Union have filed any written statement, A telegram 
dated 1-1-1975, has been received by this Tribunal. It 
says : — 

“Reference Case CGIT/LC (R) (22/74 fixed for second 
January Hirapur Mining Lease expired on 20-3-72. 
Final payment mad© to Sabir Mohammad on 
15-9-1974 and settlement done with workman. 
Kindly close the proceedings Narsinghda Fatechand.” 

No one has appeared on behalf of the parties before 
this Tribunal today.

AWARD 

The Industrial dispute between the employer in relation 
to Beas Dam Project, Talwara and its workman represented 


by the Workers Union, Beas Dam Project, Talwara regard- 
ing reversion of Shri Mtlkhi Ram, Junior Driller, was refer- 
red to mo for arbitration vide Government of India Noti- 
fication dated 16-4-1974. The terms of reference were as 
under : — 

“Whether the action of the Management of Beas Dam 
Project, Talwara in reverting Shri Milkhi Ram, 
Junior Driller as Beldar with effect from 29-11-1972 
is legal and Justified 7 If not, to what relief is he 
entitled 7" 

As per the said notification, I was required to pronounce 
the award within 6 months from the date of reference and 
which could be extended on the mutual consent of the 
parties to the dispute. Because of non-availability of the 
parties for arbitration proposes the award could not be 
finalised within 6 months and the parties gave it in writing 
for extension of the time limit for a further period of 3 
months which was accepted by me. 

During the arbitration proceedings the management wa.s 
represented tby Shri K. K. Jaagia, Superintending Engineer 
(Admn.) alongwith Shri Kuldip Singh, Personnel Officer and 
Shri Padamjit Singh, Assistant Personnel Officer (Legal), 
whereas the case of the workman was represented by Shri 
Daulat Singh Chauhan, General Secretary of the Workers 
Union, Beas Dam Project, 'Talwara. 

There were four hearings in this case At Hoshiarpur on 
14-8-1974 at Chandigarh on 10-10-1974 and 6-1-75 and also 
at Talwara on 2/3-1-1975, In support of their case the 
management produced one witness Shri Sat Pal, S. D. O. 
who was an enquiry officer against Milkhi Ram and another 
documents namely ; — 

1. Copy of chargesheet, 

2. Copy of enquiry report, 

3. Copy of show cause notice, 

4. Copy of punishment order, 

5. Original statement of the following persons : — 

(i) Gurcharan Singh, Foreman (Special), 

(ii) Mann Chand, Beldar, 

(iii) Ajit Singh, Sectional Officer, 

(iv) Ghanuni Ram, Driller, 

(v) Bhagat Singh, Executice Engineer, & 

(vi) Suram Chand, Junior Driller. 

The Union produced the following witness in support of 
their delcncB : — 

(i) Kundan Singh, Driller, 

(ii) Ghamrai Ram, Driller, 

(iii) Harbans Singh, Driller, 

The representative of the workman filed the statement of 
claims vide his Memo dated 10-6-1974. a copy of the same 
was enclosed to the employer and the representative of the 
employer filed rejoinder of the same on 24-7-1974. 

When the arbitration proceedings started on 14-8-1974 the 
representative of the management Shri K, K. Jaagia, raised 
certain preliminary legal objections. On the basis of the 
pleadings of the parties the following issues were framed : — 
Preliminary Issues 

(1) Whether the instant reference constitutes an indust- 

rial dispute within [Re meaning of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947 7 

(2) Whether the arbitration agreement referring (he in- 
dustrial dispute for arbitration is valid 7 

On Merits 

, Whether th? action of the management in reverting Shri 
Milkhi R&m, Junior Driller to Beldar Is fustlfled 7 
If not to what relief he is entitled 7 
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While contesting the first preliminary issue the repreap- 
tative of the employer 8hrl K. K. Jaagia, Superintending 
Engineer pleaded that the instant dispute is an individual 
dispute legarding reversion of a workman. Since it has been 
taken up by Shri Daulat Singh Chauhan, General Secretmy 
of the Workei-s Union, Beas Dam Project, Talwara In ms 
personal capacity without any authority from the workws 
Union or support from other co-workers through a resolu- 
tion or by othci means, as such it does not cpstitute m 
industrial dispute under section 2 (K) of the Industrial Dis- 
putes Act, 1947. He further argued that Shn Daulat Singh 
Chauhan, General Secretary of the Workers .Union, Beas 
Dam Project, Talwara, in spite of the categorical objection 
of the management has failed to produce any resolution of 
collective body of the workers or of the umon authorising hini 
to take up the dispute with the employer. In the absence of 
which the individual dispute regarding reversion of a wotk- 
nian cannot be taken up as an industrial dispute under section 
2 (K) of the Act. He also contended that since there was 
no industrial dispute within the meaning of section 2 (K) 
of the Act, the Arbitrator has no jurisdiction to proceed with 
the arbitration. He relied upon the judgmpts retorted in 
1962-I1-UJ-93 (Visalakhi Mills Ltd., Mudrai and others) 
decided by Madras High Court and also 1965-1 LU-95 
(Nellai Cotton Mills, Tirunelveli V/S Labour Court, Mudrai 
and others). Shrl Jaagia while replying p a j^^eni by 
the Division Bench of Madhya Pradesh High Court m the 
case of Singh (K. P.) and other V/S Gokhale (f K.) md 
others reported in 1970-I-LU-125 and other decision by the 
Division Bench of Madras High Court in the case of VaUa- 
malai Estate, Valpurai V/S workers of Valamala Estate 
Valparai and other reported in 1973-1-LL1-273 argued that 
even the action of the employer in entering mto an arbi- 
tratioa agrceinent c&nnot operate as estoppel for the employer 
from pleading that what has been referred for arbitration 
does not constitute an industrial dispute. From the perusal of 
these judRements the law is fairly settled, that the jtirtooic* 
lion of the arbitrator and adjudicator is entirely dei^ndent 
on the existence or apprehension of an industrial dispute 
and might note stop the parties to plead in even the joint re- 
ference that what was referred does not constitute m 
industrial dispute.. I have carefully gone through both t^^ 
judgments cited in the 1965T-LLJ-9S and 1962-II-LU'93- 
Their purusal reveal that it Is necessary to enquire whether 
the umon which has espoused the cause of a workman, 
fairly claimed a representative character. The instant case can 
be distinguished from the two cases to the extent that in both 
these cases the disputes were taken up by outside unions 
when the unions exclusively of the workmen of these facto- 
ries were functioning, whereas this dispute has been taken 
up by workers of the Project itself. But one thing is clear 
that m the face of objection raised by the management the 
onus to prove by leading evidence that what has been refer- 
red for arbitration constitute an industrial dispute as defined 
under the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 is on the umon rais- 
ing the dispute. 


In this case, although it is indicated in the printed form of the 

union that the union is recognised, but the representative of 
the workman has failed to bring and evidence on the record 
to this effect, Had he led any such evidence, the position 
would have slightly changed. The union was required to 
bring on record, evidence to the effect that : — ■ 

(i) Workers Union, Beas Dam Project, Talwara is a 
recognised union, 


Preliminary Issue No. 2 

As regards the second preliminary issue, the represen- 
tative ot the employer, Shri K. K, Jaagia, pleaded that 
the agreement referring the industrial dispute for arbitration 
is not valid on the following grounds ; — 

(i) Under Rule 8 of the industrial Disputes (Central) 
Rules, 1957 the arbitration a^eement is required 
to be authenticated by the cmployer'himself, whereas 
in the instant case it has been authenticated by 
Sh, Padnmjit Singh, Assistant Personnel Officer 
(Legal) who can with no stretch of imagination be 
considered as an employer. The representative of 
the workman pointed out that since, the parties had 
voluntarily agreed for reference of the dispute for 
arbitration, the employer is now estoppel from 
taking up this plea. 

(it) Shri Padamjit Singh, Assistant Personnel Officer 
(Legal) who was duly authorised by the employer 
to settle the dispute through conciliation, filed an 
authority letters given to him by the employer 
before the Assistant Labour Commissioner (Central) 
during the conciliation proceedings. Under section 
36 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 read with 
Rules 36, the parties appearing in the proceedings 
under this Act through their agents (authorised 
representative) are bound down by the action of 
such agents. Shri Padamjit Singh was duly autho- 
rised to settle the dispute in conciliation or other- 
wise by appearing before the Assistant I..abour 
Commissioner (Central). It cannot be assumed that 
this authority was just for appearance and not 
comifting anything before the Assistant Labour 
Commissioner (Central) by way of u settlement of 
the dispute. I am, therefore, of the view that he 
was competent to settle the dispute before the 
Conciliator in case on the spot settlement was possi- 
ble Or through some reference for arbitration or 
ad)udicatlon. Hence I over rule this objection of the 
employer as the agent appearing with the authority 
of the employer is a competent person to authenti- 
cate the reference . for arbitration. Preliminary 
issue No. 2 is decided against the management. 

Tht law presupposes the existence or apprehension of an 
industrial dispute, before the Tribunal or Arbitrator could 
proceed to adjudicate the same. Since I have decided the 
preliminary issue No. 1 that, what was referred was not a 
valid one, I as an Arbitrator have no jurisdiction to proceed 
and to decide the same on merits (1967-I-LLJ-577-judgment 
by the Division Bench of the Punjab High Court in (he case 
of Kama! Distillery Company Ltd; V/S their workmen), 
I, therefore, reject the reference on this very ground, that 
what has been referred for arbitration, does not constitute 
an industrial dispute under the Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947, without entering into the merits of the case.

1. Medical Facilities, (a) Hospitals — The 3 Cen'ral Hos- 
pitals, one each ai Dhanbad, Asansol and Maneiitlrugarh and 
12 Regional Hospitals .situated in different coalfields con- 
tinued to function The bed strength of the Central Hos- 
pitals at Dhanbad, Asansol and Manendi agnrh was 300, 
3 50 and 100 respectively. The proposal for Ihe establishment 
of a Regional Hospital In Chanda Coalfield remained under 
active consideiation, The Hospital has finally been decided 
lo be set up at Ballarpur. Provision of a specialised ward in the 
National Coal Development Corporation’s Hospital in Tal- 
chcr Coalfield by giving suitable recurring and non-recui- 
ring grant as an alternative to Fund’s providing a Regional 
Hospital in that Coalfield icmalned under active considein- 
tion. 


(b) Dispensaries., — One Allopathic Static dispens.iiv in 
Miigma Coalfield, one Mobile Medical Unit in Assam Coal 
fields and 29 Ayurvedic Dispensaries in various coalfields 
continued to function. The Ayurvedic Phaimacy set up at 
Pafherdih in Jharia Coalfield to manufacture required Ayur- 
vedic Medicines also conlimicd to function.

Dining the period under report, sanction wa» 
accorded to sinking of 8 wells in different coalfields. 

4. Co-operative Movement. — No new Primary Stores, 
Credit Co-operative Societies and Wholesale or Central Co- 
operative Stores were opened during the year. The total 
number of Co-operative Stores and Credit Societies of col- 
liery workers at the end of the period under review stood 
at 579 . These included 12 Wholesale or Central Co-opera- 
tive Stoies already opened and continued functionlnR for 
colliery workers.
